letin relating to irrigation in Nevada.

saya the lota! area of Und upon which 
crops were raised by irrigation in the cen- 
sus year, ending M»y 31, 1890, was 224,- 
40-t acres, in adilit on to which there were 
approximately 280,000 acres irrignttd for 
grazing purposes. Tbe average sizs of ir- 
rigated fartuj or more strictly of irrigated 
portions of farms on whioh crops were 
raised, ia 192 acres. The average cost of 
water right is $7 58 per acre, and the aver- 
age cost of preparing the soil foi cultiva- 
tion, including the purchase price of the 
land, U $11 82 per acre. 
The average 


present value of th« irrig«te3 lands of the 
State, including building*', etc., is rfported 
at $41 per acre, showing an apparent 
profit, less the cost of buildings, oi $21 60 
per acre. The average annual cost of water 
is 84, cents per acre, which, deduotad from 
the average annual value of products per 
acre, leaves an average annual return of 
$12 08 per acre. 


If Mr. Porter's figures are correct, farm- 


ing in Nevada is very profitable business, 
the average annual return from products 
being $12 08 per acre.

The Strategic Value of a Connecticut City 


In tUe Defense of New York. 


Navy officers who have studied the 


region have often and urgently pressed 
npon their department the importance of 
developing the station at New London 
and making it efficient 
One must ad- 


mire their energy aud faithfulness in 
continuing to lay before their superiors 
the vital importance of strengthening 
this strategic base in the outer defense 
of New York in the face of long con- 
tinued pigeonholing of reports. That 
thoir anxiety is not unfounded becomes 
plain when we consider that Great 
Britain has a powerful station at Hali- 
fax, from which, if so disposed, she 
could hni 1 her thunderbolts of maritime 
war upon thia unprotected spot at very 
short notice, precisely as she could 
strike oar South Atlantic coast from the 
Bahamas.

this trade could be paralyzed by a quick 
stroke from a foreign navy. In 1880 the 
entiie munitions of war manufactured 
in the United States amounted to $11,- 
000,000 
Of this total, $9,000,000 worth 


was uianufactuied in Connecticut alono 
A foieign fket in the sound, therefore, 
would be able to deprive us of our main 
souice of munitions \uthout even at 
tempting to attack New York

natuie favors us with the shelteicd wa- 
ters of Hay harbor and West haibor. In
